Wall Street, Saturday, May 22.
The market although dull was surprisinglystrong to-day. Keports of a possible

passenger rate war in the Western territory,the excitement in Spain over the
passage of the Morgan resolution in the
Senate, another break in Jersey Central
and active operations for lower prices by
bear operators.all failed to make the
slightest Impression upon the market.
With the exception of the coal and Gould
stocks, the whole market closed higher and
firm. The chief influence was the strength
of the foreign markets. London cables
come materially above parity with our

close of last night, and the markets for
all securities abroad were reported as very
buoyant. According to private cables the
prospect of an early settlement of the
Transvaal difficulties had infused spirit
Into speculation. The encouraging crop reportsfrom the United States also affect
almost every American stock traded in on

the London Stock Exchange. The engagementof .?o00,000 gold for export next Tuesdaywas announced, but tne heavy tone of
foreign exchange made the prospect for
anything except very light shipments improbable.
Jersey Central was again attacked by the

bears to-day and sold down 1% per cent.
This caused the outsiders who had bought
for a" turn to let go of their holdings, but
the inside buying noted for two days, continued.The strengthening of the position
of the Metropolitan Traction Company this
week affected Manhattan adversely to-day
and Western Union declined in sympathy
with Manhattan. The international shares,
the Grangers, Omaha and Chicago Gas were
notably firm.
